2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to teach a process including the step of projecting the particles as liquid droplet on 
the substrate, which is exposed to coherent monochromatic light in order to strip the 
substrate over an indented surface, wherein the droplets comprises a polymerizable 
printing medium, which is polymerized under exposure t ultraviolet light as the context of 
claims 1 and 8. 
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3. The closest prior art Schaefer et a! (4,299,862) disclose a process of coating or 
impregnating metal particles on a substrate surface, which is exposed to laser beam to 
melt predetennined area in which the wear resistant metal particles are bonded by 
metallurgical bonding on the surface but fail to teach injecting liquid droplet comprises 
particles that is solidified by polymerization with the exposure of ultraviolet light as 
claimed.
